Strive for Excellence! 


A great Rabbi once said in the last days of his life, “When I was 
a young man, I thought of saving the whole world. As I grew older 
and wiser, I contented myself with saving just the Jewish people. 
When I realized how difficult a task that was, I changed my objec- 
tive and decided to save just my followers. But many strayed from 
my leadership and I became older. I decided I should concentrate 
only on saving my own family. Now I am at the point of death. I 
realize I should have started by saving myself.” 


An obscure poet put the same thought this way: 


“Your task — to build a better world, ” said God. 
I answered, “How? 

The world is such a large, vast place, 

So complicated now, 

And I so small and useless am, 

There’s nothing I can do.” 


But God in His great wisdom said, 
“Just build a better you.” 


I know of no better way of building a better you than by striving 
for excellence in whatever you do each day. If you want to make 
yourself a better person than what you think you are, the pursuit of 
excellence will motivate you into becoming a different person. 

Some people don’t pursue excellence because they think they 
can never achieve it. They don’t make the most of their talents. A 
professor friend of mine said of one of his lazy students, “That boy 
has great gifts, but he’s too lazy to unwrap them.” 

Not everyone is born a genius, but there is a great difference 
between yourself at your best and yourself at your worst. All the 
pursuit of excellence demands is that you be true to the best in you, 
not in someone else, but in you. 

Some people are born great, some achieve greatness, some have 
greatness thrust upon them. Very few have excellence thrust upon 
them. They achieve it through discipline and tenacity of purpose. 

A competent music teacher once was asked the secret of his 
extraordinary success with students. He replied, “First I teach 
them that it is better to do it well than to do it badly. Many of my 
students have never been taught the pleasure and pride in setting 
standards for themselves and then living up to them.” 

Standards! That is the need of the day. Standards are conta- 
gious, particularly among teenagers and pre-teens. When every- 
body is doing it, it’s hard to resist the pull of the crowd. If slovenli- 
ness and dressing like a slob becomes the model to imitate, con- 


formity will take care of the rest. Peer pressure is pretty hard to 
resist. 

Hazards of mediocrity are to be seen everywhere. The deteriora- 
tion of standards, corruption in college athletics, bribery and 
cheating, stealing and corruption are found everywhere. We need 
standards in public life as well as in private life. 

The pursuit of excellence is not usually an achievement of 
demoralized or aimless individuals. The cults do not demand excel- 
lence. People who strive for excellence don’t usually succumb to 
the blandishments of the “Moonies.” Such Youth may have their 
moments of despair or discouragement (who doesn’t), but deep 
within them, they have a hard core of conviction and determina- 
tion that motivates them to do something with their lives, to be 
someone. 

The young sabras of Israel have that inner conviction of excel- 
lence. They know they have a purpose in life. They are disciplined 
with high morale. They believe in themselves and in their country. 
They have a cause. They have high standards of excellence. 

There is a desperate need for excellence today. We need to 
honor it, even demand it, in every kind of activity and scorn shod- 
diness in every place it appears. The pursuit of excellence is carried 
on at many levels — not only in our schools with grades and schol- 
arship, but after youngsters leave school and have a job, whether in 
business or in the professions, at home or in the family. 

The habit of excellence is never outgrown. It’s not like the mea- 
sles where once you’ve caught it, you’ve had it and you won’t catch 
it again. The pursuit of excellence is more like the habit of prayer. 
You need to practice it daily, regularly, until it becomes a part of 
your being and your way of life. For if you don’t use it, you lose it. 

If you exhibit standards in whatever you do, others will take 
heart from your example. You will be a model for others, a beacon 
light for others to chart their course. 

The pursuit of excellence is within your grasp. You can do better 
than you think. You can become thing better than you think you 
are, if you really want to badly enough.
